Prince Schoenburg-Hartenstein, who 
came to Germany to represent the 
Austrian government at the funeral 
cf Von Hindenburg. 


The prince commanded Austrian 


armies during the world war anc 
the murdered Chancellor Dollfus 
once served under him. He Is known 
to be friendly toward Germany anc 
today told International News Serv 
ice: 


"We must place our fate in Ger- 


manic hands and work out our prob- 
lems on this basis. 
We must no 


leave the work to non-Germans."

Harlansburg. 
Another bad accident testifies to the fact 


that although this crossing is well .guarded by signs it still remains 
one of the most dangerous in the county.

an underpass on the Hariansburg Road would obviate any pos- 
sibility of accident at this point. 
Instead, approach wings were 


put in to move traffic in and out of the Perry, away from the 
main crossing. 


These approach wings and the stop signs have not removed 


the hazard. 
It makes little difference that some of the acci- 


dents in the past have been caused by stupidity or reckless driv- 
ing, the fact is lives have been lost. 


The topography at this point would make it comparatively 


easy to underpass the road and thus remove forever the chance 
of collisions at the crossing. 
It should be done for whatever 


the cost, the saving of one life would more than offset it.

SUICIDES ON INCREASE 


One hundred and twenty thousand lives snuffed out in 10 years. Not 


by disease or accident, but by suicide. And the problem is growing worse. 


The national suicide rate is now about 20 per 100,000 of population. 


The highest rate was 21.5 in 1908; the lowest, 12.3, in 1920. 


We are thus confronted with, a national problem of no small mag- 


nitude, and it is no small thing to contemplate that 120,000 persons have 
voluntarily ended their existence during a decade. 


The suicide problem is not one of preventing these tragically rash and 


insane acts after a financial crash and during periods of business de- 
pression and unemployment. 
When the suicide rates for a period of 


years are correlated to business failures, there is a fair consistency in the 
correlation. 
Human nature dares risk all in a gamble but lacks the 


courage to face adversity. 


Eternal vigilance on the part of friends and relatives of those under 


mental distress, further progress in the study of the mind and a vol- 
untary slowing up of modern life accompanied by less frenzied finance 
and "plunging" are about the limit of our powers in suicide prevention.

AMERICA'S SAFETY VALVE 


However great the weaknesses of democracy may seem in a. time of 


crisis, it is hard to escape the impression that the bloody troubles of 
Europe today arise in large part because of the denial of democracy. 
Austria, swept by the repercussions of an assassination omniously simi- 
lar to that of Franz Ferdinand 20 years ago, is simply the most recent 
example. 


For the underlying cause of such disorders is the fact that ordinary 


democratic processes have been suspended. 
Racked and torn by cross- 


currents of passion, resentment, and despair that have been in the making 
ever since the war, the central European peoples have no way of ex- 
pressing themselves but with guns. 


Osrmany furnished an object lesson a few weeks ago. 
Discontent 


with the way the Nazi policies were working out came to a head and de- 
manded expression. 
No peaceful means of expression was possible. 


Men could not argue their cause, they could not propagandize by 


means of newspapers and magazines, they could not look forward to a 
chance to use ballots. 
The machine gun and the revolver became their 


only recourse—and so, inevitably, the government had to use the same im- 
plements in replying to them. 


Now it is Austria's turn and the same kind of thing happens. 
In- 


stead of a political campaign, with speeches, pamphlets, advertisements 
and so on >;here must be a "putsch1 with bombs, gunfiie, assassinations, 
and all the rest. 
There is no other possible outlet for discontent. 


Democracy has its weaknesses, great and glaring, some of them, for 


which we often pay a heavy price. 
But is does make it possible for peo- 


ple to get rid of a government, a party, or a policy which they do not like, 
in a peaceful and orderly way. 
It lets every man have his say about the 


state of affairs about him; it makes the appeal to force unnecessary. 


We nee:d to keep this constantly in mind. 
There are people in this 


' country who profess an admiration for dictatorship—whether proletarian, 


Fascist, or whatnot—on the ground that democracy is inefficient and un- 


1 wieldy.

Harlansburg. 
Another bad accident testifies to the fact 


that although this crossing is well .guarded by signs it still remains 
one of the most dangerous in the county.

an underpass on the Harlansburg Road would obviate any pos- 
sibility of accident at this point. 
Instead, approach wings were 


put in to move traffic in and out of the Perry, away from the 
main crossing.

the hazard. 
It makes little difference that some of the acci- 


dents in the past have been caused by stupidity or reckless driv^- 
ing, the fact is lives have been lost. 


The topography at this point would make it comparatively 


easy to underpass the road and thus remove forever the chance 
of collisions at the crossing. 
It should be done for whatever 


the cost, the saving of one life would more than offset it.

One hundred and twenty thousand lives snuffed out in 10 years. Not 


by disease or accident, but by suicide. And the problem is growing worse. 


The national suicide rate'is now about 20 per 100,000 of population. 


The highest rate was 21.5 in 1D08; the lowest, 12.3, in 1920. 


We are thus confronted with a national problem of no small mag- 


nitude, and it is no small thing to contemplate that 120,000 persons Have 
voluntarily ended their existence during a decade. 


The suicide problem is not one of preventing these tragically rash and 


insane acts after a financial crash and during periods of business de- 
pression and unemployment. 
When the suicide rates lor a period of 


years are correlated to business failures, there is a fair consistency in the 
correlation. 
Human nature dares risk all in a gamble but lacks the 


courage to face adversity. 


Eternal vigilance on the part of friends and relatives of those under 


mental distress, further progress in the study of the mind and a vol- 
untary slowing up of modern life accompanied by less frenzied finance 
and "plunging" are about the limit of our powers in suicide prevention

AMERICA'S SAFETY VALVE 


However great the weaknesses of democracy may seem in a time of 


crisis, it is hard to escape the impression that the bloody troubles of 
Europe today arise in large part because of the denial of democracy. 
Austria, swept by the repercussions of an assassination omniously simi- 
lar to that of Franz Ferdinand 20 years ago, is simply the most recent 
example. 


For the underlying cause of such disorders is the fact that ordinary 


democratic processes have been suspended. 
Racked and torn by cross- 


currents of passion, resentment, and despair that have been in the making 
ever since the war, the central European peoples have no way of ex- 
pressing themselves but with guns. 


Germany furnished an object lesson a few weeks ago. Discontent 


With the way the Nazi policies were working out came to a head and de- 
manded expression. 
No peaceful means of expression was possible. 


Men could not argue their cause, they could not propagandize by 


means of newspapers and magazines, they could not look forward to a 
chance to use ballots. 
The machine gun and the revolver became their 


only recourse—and so, inevitably, the government had to use the same im- 
plements in replying to them. 


Now it is Austria's turn and the same kind of thing happens. 
In- 


stead of a political campaign, with speeches, pamphlets, advertisements 
and so on there must be a "putsch1 with bombs, gunfire, assassinations, 
and all the rest. 
There is no other possible outlet for discontent. 


Democracy has its weaknesses, great and glaring, some of them, for 


•which we often pay a heavy price. 
But is does make it possible for peo- 


ple to get rid of a government, a party, or a policy which they do not like, 
in a peaceful and orderly way. 
It lets every man have his say about the 


state of affairs about him; it makes the appeal to force unnecessary. 


We need to keep this constantly in mind. 
There are people in this 


country who profess an admiration for dictatorship—whether proletarian, 
Fascist, or whatnot—on the ground that democracy is inefficient and un- 
wieldy. 


One look at the woes of Germany and Austria is enough to show that 


democracy's benefits are almost infinitely greater than its drawbacks.

SUICIDES ON INCREASE 


One hundred and twenty thousand lives snuffed out in 10 years. Not 
by disease or accident, but by suicide. 
And the problem is growing worse. 
The national suicide rate is now about 20 per 100,000 of population. 
The highest rate was 21.5 in 1908; the lowest, 12.3, in 1920. 
We are thus confronted w ith a national problem of no sm all m ag­ 
nitude, and it is no small thing to contem plate th a t 120,000 persons have 
voluntarily ended their existence during a decade. 
The suicide problem is not one of preventing these tragically rash and 
insane acts after a financial crash and during periods of business de­ 
pression and unemployment. 
W hen the suicide rates for a period of 
years are correlated to business failures, there is a fair consistency m the 
correlation. 
H um an nature dares risk all in a gamble but lacks the 


courage to face adversity. 
Eternal vigilance on the part of friends and relatives of those under 
m ental distress, further progress in the study of the m m d and a vo - 
untary slowing up of m odern life accom panied by less frenzied finance 
and "plunging-’ are about the lim it of our powers in suicide prevention.

I have received a number of let- 
ters recently urging that the State 
bear 50 per cent of the cost of our 
public schools. 
A lot of people seem to think that 
all we would have to do would be 
to pass a law to that effect and the 
money would drop down like manna 
from. Heaven. 
Figures often make dull reading. 
But let's analyze this proposition. 
It will only take a minute. 


The total cost of our public school 
system is approximately $188,000,000 
every year. If the State were to carry 
half of that cost the State would 
have to put up $94,000,000 every year 
for schools. The State is now paying 
approximately $30,000,000 a 
year, 


which would leave $64,000,000 for us 
to find in order to pay half the cost 
of the schools. 
Those are big figures, but this is 
what they mean: The General Fund 
receipts for one year are approxi- 
mately $77,000,000. If we take out the 
$30,000,000 for schools that is now 
being paid, we have $47,000,000 left 
for the operation of the State Gov- 
ernment. But in order to pay the 
whole school bill we would have to 
find not $47,000,000 but $64,000,000. 
In other words, if we closed up the 
Capitol; closed up our penitentiaries 
and turned all the criminals loose; 
closed up the insane asylums and 
turned all the lunatics out; closed 
up all our hospitals and sanatoria 
and let the ill and helpless shift for 
themselves; fired all the State Po- 
lice; stopped all the State services to 
farmers, to labor, and to industry; 
and even stopped collecting taxes, 
if wo did all these things we would 
still be $17,000,000 short of paying 
half Pennsylvania's annual

What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 


By GIFFORD PINCHOT 
GoTernor of Pennsylvania 
I'i 


I have received a number of let- 
ters recently urging that the State 
bear 50 per cent of the cost of our 
public schools. 


A lot of people seem to think that 


all we would have to do would be 
to pass a law to that effect and the 
money would drop down like manna 
from Heaven. 
Figures often make dull reading. 
But let's analyze this proposition. 
It will only take a minute. 


The total cost of our public school 


system is approximately $188,000,000 
every year. If the State were to carry 
half of that cost the State would 
have to put up $94,000,000 every year 
for schools. The State is now paying 
approximately $30,000,000 a 
year, 


which would leave $64,000,000 for us 
to find in order to pay half the cost 
of the schools. 
Those are big figures, but this is 


what they mean: The General Fund 
receipts for one year are approxi- 
mately $77,000,000. If we take out the 
$30,000,000 for schools that is now 
being paid, we have $47,000,000 left 
for the operation of the State Gov- 
ernment. But in order to pay the 
whole school bill we would have to 
find not $47,000,000 but $64,000,000. 


In other words, if we closed up the 


Capitol; closed up our penitentiaries 
and turned all the criminals loose; 
closed up the insane asylums and 
turned all the lunatics out; closed 
up all our hospitals and sanatoria 
and let the ill and helpless shift for 
themselves; fired all the State Po- 
lice; stopped all the State services to 
farmers, to labor, and to industry; 
and even stopped collecting taxes, 
if we did all these things we would 
still be $17,000,000 short of paying 
half Pennsylvania's annual 
school 


bills. 
That shows as graphically as I 


can picture it the absolute impos- 
sibility of the State bearing half the 
cost of our schools under our present 
set-up. 
But there is at least a partial way 


out. The picture is not quite so black 
as all that. The State could bear a 


large share of the cost of the schools 
and thus relieve real estate 
from 
part of its heavy tax burden if the 
Legislature would pass the gradua- 
ted income tax bill that I have 
recommended. This tax would yield 
at least $10,000,000 a year for schools, 
and property taxes could be reduced 
by that amount. 


If the people who write to me urg- 


ing the State to carry half the cost 
of our schools would devote their 
energies to seeing to it that only 
people who are in favor of the State 
income tax and in favor of reducing 
real estate taxes are sent to the 
House of Representatives and the 
State Senate, they would get ahead 
much faster. 


A State income tax is the only 


practical solution to the 
problem 
that has as yet been put forth for 
shifting the burden of the school 
from the property taxpayers, who in 
many cases do not have the income 
to pay the taxes, to those who are 
able to pay taxes. 
The problem of 
financing 
our 


schools will never be fully 
solved 
until two reforms are put into prac- 
tical effect. The first of these Is 
changing over from 
our 
present 


haphazard system of assessing real 
estate for taxation to a uniform 
State-wide equalized system. It is 
bad enough to make real estate bear 
83 per cent of the total school bud- 
get, but it is worse when the money 
is not collected fairly and equitably. 


The second thing is to reduce the 


number of school districts. We have 


j far too many now. Millions of dol- 
i lars could be cut off our 
annual 
school cost through the consolida- 
tion of school districts without sac- 
rificing a nickel's worth of service 
to the children. 


Petty politics seems to be all that 


keeps this needless load on the backs 
of the taxpayers. We now have 2582 
school districts in as many cities, 
boroughs, 
and 
townships. 
Each 


school board has its secretary, treas- 
urer, tax collector, and auditors, and 
most of them have legal represen- 


i tatives. Each one of these must be 
i paid, except in about 550 districts 
i where school directors have 
been 


! wise enough to get sound banks to 


I act as treasurer for little or 
no 


| fees. Even though some of these 
boards have no schools 
and 
no 


teachers, these officers still get their 
share of the taxpayers' money.

ians inhabited n o r t h western 
Pennsylvania, living what was 
then a highly civilized life in 
mounds constructed with huge 
boulders, of a type never before 
found in this country. 
The revelation of a hitherto -un- 


known Indian Existence in this state 
was revealed today by state arch- 
aelogist Donald A. Cadzow, from ex- 
cavations made within the last 
month in Erie and Crawford coun- 
ties by himself and four assistants. 
The work is being carried on un- 


der the direction of the state his- 
torical commission. An investiga- 
tion is contemplated of all reported 
mound sites in a dozen western 
Pennsylvania counties by fall. 


Six mounds have been opened and 
charted by the party to date, Cad- 
zow said, two of them in Concord- 
township near Corry, and four near 
Spartansburg, Crawford county. All 
of them are similar and of the 
boulder.construction type never be- 
fore reported in America. 


Built On Hilltops 


Six to eight feet high, the mounds 


average 25 feet in diameter,. They 
were built with huge boulders from 
one to three feet in diameter, many 
of them taxing the strength of three 
men. The mounds all are on the 
highest ground in the section and 
indications are present that the 
mound builders dragged or rolled 
the stones many miles up hill. The 
majority of the boulders were found 
to contain fossil formations. 


Not only did the mound builders 
select the top of the hill for their 
boulder homes but they also had 
foresight enough to insure that each 
hill selected had a flowing spring. 


Inside each mound was found 


from three' to five circular burial 
pits made of clay, three feet each 
in diameter in which the searchers 
discovered large quantities of hu- 
man bone ash and fragments of 
burned 
bone showing that the 


mound builders cremated their dead. 
This week, the 
expedition is 


spending most of its time at the 
historic Drake oil well site near 
Titusvllle. Trips to the Pymatuming 
Dam and Conneaut Lake, touching 
Venango, Mercer, Lawrence, Butler, 
Armstrong and Beaver counties, wiil 
follow. 
The party intends then to 


work south into Washington, Green, 
Fayette, and Somerset counties.

boulders, of a type never before 
found in this country. 
The revelation of a hitherto un- j 
known Indian Existence in this state j 
was revealed today by state arch- ! 
aelogist Donald A. Cadzow, from ex- j 
cavations 
made 
within 
the 
last \ 
month in Erie and Crawford coun- \ 
ties by himself and four assistants. 
The work is being carried on un­ 
der the direction of the state his­ 
torical commission. An investiga­ 
tion is contemplated of all reported 
mound sites in a dozen western 
Pennsylvania counties by fall. 
Six mounds have been opened and 
charted by the party to date, Cad­ 
zow said, two of them in Concord 
township near Corry, and four near 
Spartansburg, Crawford county. All 
of them are similar and of the 
boulder construction type never be­ 
fore reported in America. 
Built On Hilltops 
Six to eight feet high, the mounds 
average 25 feet in diameter,. They 
were built with huge boulders from 
one to three feet in diameter, many 
of them taxing the strength of three 
men. 
The mounds all are on the 
highest ground in the section and 
indications are present th a t the 
mound builders dragged or rolled 
the stones many miles up hill. The 
majority of the boulders were found 
to contain fossil formations 
Not only did the mound builders 
select the top of the hill for their 
boulder homes but they also had 
foresight enough to insure th at each 
hill selected had a flowing spring. 
Inside each mound was found 
from three to five circular burial 
pits made of clay, three feet each 
in diameter in which the searchers 
discovered large quantities of hu­ 
man bone ash and fragments of 
burned 
bone 
showing 
that 
the 
mound builders cremated their dead. 
This

expedition 
is 
spending most of its time at the 
historic Drake oil well site near 
Titusville. Trips to the Pymatuming 
Dam and Conneaut Lake, touching 
Venango, Mercer, Lawrence, Butler, 
Armstrong and Beaver counties, will 
follow.

BOULDERS USED 


IN MAKING MOUNDS 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 8.—Cen- 


turies before 
the 
coming of 


white men, mound builder Ind- 
ians inhabited n o r t h western 
Pennsylvania, living what was 
then a highly civilized life in 
mounds constructed with huge 
boulders, of a type never before 
found In this country. 
The revelation of a hitherto un- 


known Indian Existence in this state 
was revealed today by state arch- 
aelogist Donald A. Cadzow, from ex- 
cavations made within the last 
month in Erie and Crawford coun- 
ties by himself and four assistants 


The work is being carried on un- 


der the direction of the state his- 
torical commission. An investiga- 
tion is contemplated of all reported 
mound sites in a dozen western 
Pennsylvania counties by fall. 


Six mounds have been opened and 


charted by the party to date, Cad- 
zow said, two of them in Concord 
township near Corry, and four near 
Spartansburg, Crawford county. All 
of them are similar and of the 
boulder construction type never be- 
fore reported in America. 


Built On Hilltops 


Six to eight feet high, the mounds 


average 25 feet in diameter,. They 
were built with huge boulders from 
one to three feet In diameter, many 
of them taxing the strength of three 
men. The mounds all are on the 
highest ground in the section and 
indications are present that the 
mound builders dragged or rolled 
the stones many miles up hill. The 
majority of the boulders were found 
to contain fossil formations. 


Not only did the mound builders 


select the top of the hill for their 
boulder homes but they also had 
foresight enough to insure that each 
hill selected had a flowing spring. 


Inside each mound was found 


from three to five circular burial 
pits made of clay, three feet each 
in diameter in which the searchers 
discovered large quantities of hu- 
man bone ash and fragments of 
burned 
bone showing that 
the 


mound builders cremated their dead. 
This week, the 
expedition 
is 


spending most of its time at the 
historic Drake oil well site near 
Titusville. Trips to the Pymatuming 
Dam and Conneaut Lake, touching 
Venango, Mercer, Lawrence, Butler, 
Armstrong and Beaver counties, will 
follow. 
The party intends then to 


work south into Washington, Green, 
Fayette, and Somerset counties.

Kansas wheat yield now cut down

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 8.— With the 


Kansas wheat yield now cut down 
to an estimated 80,000,000 bushels, 
the corn crop probably 50 per cent 
normal and a water shortage that 


wilted weeds by frantic farmers 
have died from poisoning and many 
others were victims of eating din 
in their desperate efforts to gei 
food in burned-up pasture lands. 


Farmers in many parts of this 


section have been living during the 
summer on canned fruits and vege- 
tables from last year's crops as they 
have no orchards or gardens this 
season. 
When these supplies are 


exhausted many will have to go on 
relief rolls. Officials are facing the 
prospect of seeing tax collections 
this fall drop to the lowest point in 
history. 


Water Shortage 


In nearby Missouri the shortage 


of water in 
the state has been 


termed "appalling" by State Relief 
Director Crossley. 


A three- year decline in rainfall 


and a deficiency of 38 per cent this 
year has put farmers practically all 
over Missouri to hauling water. Two- 
tr.irds of the farmers of the sec- 
tion depend for their water sup- 
plies on ponds and cisterns, which 
have been dry for months. 


Throughout Kansas and Missouri 
the drought has even placed its 
deadly hand on the region's wild

"The seriousness of the calamity 


In Kansas due to the dought is not 
yet realized," Governor Alfred Lan- 
don declared Tuesday.

drastic economies in order to pull 
through until normal conditions re- 
turn. Every county in the state is 
taking advantage of the federal gov- 
ernment's drought relief agencies 
and from human beings to livestock 
loans are being obtained for food. 


Intense Heat 


During the height of the intense 
heat this summer, Kansas was the 
hot spot of the nation. 
For one 


week in the middle of July, accord- 
Ing to S. D. Flora, state meteorolo- 
gist, the average 
temperature 
in 
Kansas was higher than that of any 
section in the United States except 
Death Valley. California.

•water, cattle have died by the hun- 
dreds or have been killed to end 
their suffering. Many animals, fed

There is no "local selfishness or 


pork barrel tactics" being used in 
any way. The railroads have charg- 
ed the public excessive rates on basic 
commodities so that in order to meet 
competition of plants located at 
points where they are not at the 
mercy of the railroads, drastic means 
must be resorted to. Why is it nec- 
essary to charge S1.42 per' ton for 
coal into New Castle when the haul 
can be made by boat for 38c per 
ton? 
The ordinary employe does 


not get his share of these ever-in- 
creasing rates. 


The letter from Mr. Moore is far 


from the truth in many ways; nrst, 
this project was not started to help 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube, and 
for the information of Mr. Moore 
I wish to state that the taxpayers 
will not have to pay any such sum 
as 5630,000 per year for maintenance 
and if the much agitated Mr. Moore 
will only inquire he will learn that 
the boats pay a toll or lockage fee 
for every lock they go through.

I have absolutely no sympathy for 


the railroads for it was no one but 
themselves to blame for their pres- 
ent position. High hat methods of 
treating the shipping and travelling 
public and excessive rates and fares 
have brought forth the auto bus and 
motor truck and brought back the 
water transportation. 


As far as paying taxes are con- 


cerned I would advise the fellows to 
inquire of their bosses and learn how 
much tax the railroads pay, and 
then look up the taxes paid by such 
corporations as the steel plants and 
tin mills. These birds are ballyhoo- 
ing about being taxpayers and I 
will make a safe bet by stating that' 
I doubt if either one pays over $125 
per year for city and school taxes, 
even that is far more in proportion 
to that paid by the railroads.

All the yards, sidings, sta- 
tions and shops are classed as "rights 
of way."
